Thn  School  was  continued  about 
five  years  with  much  aooossa,  numbering  at  times 
M  high  u  seveuty,  the  eciiolare  coming  from 
Bell  villa,  Orange,  t’renetown  and  Speartown, 
even  in  tiie  ooldeet  weather.  One  of  the 
scholars,  eliU  living,  is  able  to  repeat  from  me¬ 
mory  the  first  two  ohapUirs  of  John's  Gospel, 
which  were  there  learned— no  mean  acquire¬ 
ment  even  In  these  days.  After  this  there  was 
no  Colored  Sunday  school  until  1H«2,  when  it 
was  organised  by  Rev.  Mr.  Hyde,  being  disoon- 
tinued  during  the  winter  monthc.

In  May, 
1885,  Mr.  J,  A.  Davis,  Jr.,  took  charge  of  the 
School,  and  contkuued  as  its  Superintendent 
nearly  seven  years,  until  January  last.
